WASHINGTON* Apr. l l — President I roman today 
announced the long-expected junction of the American 
and Soviet armies at I orgau. on the Elbe River, 73 miles 
due south of Berlin. 
The President’s statement on tfie historic meeting of 
the world s two greatest armies said: 
“ The Anglo-American armies under the command 
of General Biset hewer have met the Soviet forces where 
they intended to meet—* -in the heart of Nazi Germany. 
I he enemy has been cut in two. 
The juncture took place when patrols of the two 
armies met at 2.40 P. M., E. W. I .. April 25th. 
Units of the American 69th Division were the first 
to meet the Soviet Army. 
President Truman said that the junction does not 
yet mean that the hour of final victory in Europe is here, 
but, he declared, “the hour draw s near.” 
The President called upon the American nation not 
to relax effort on the home front in any manner until our 
enemies are finally subdued in Europe and in the IWific.” 
“ The union of our arms in the heart of Germany has 
a meaning for the world which the world wall not miss,” 
President Truman said. “ It means that the last faint, des­ 
perate hope of Hitler and his gangster government has 
been extinguished.

inhumanity have been demonstrated in fact as they have 
long been demonstrated in determination.

I,ending administrative spokesmen are eloquently 
urging C ongress, through tlit* medium of bearings now in 
progress before the I louse \\ avs and Means C ommittee 
in W ashington, to extend the Reciprocal I rude Agree 
ments act cinel to allow a further large reduction in 
American tariffs. 
To realize the full meaning of what is being asked, 
it is important to remember just what a protective tarifi 
is, under the American concept. 
A protective tariff is a tax on imported goods which 
makes up tile price differential between low foreign labor 
cysts and higher American labor costs, and therefore puts 
he two competitive commodities -American produced 
md foreign made— on the American market .it substanti- 
illy the* same price. 
tinder the theory of the law, tariffs are placed only 
on competitive goods. 
Only a third of American imports come under the 
tariff at all— two thirds are on the free* list. 
Of the one third which, being competitve, are under 
the tariff, the State I )eparlmerit already has cut in half the 
rates on 42 per cent, and lowered less than halt a great 
many of the others. 
I his means that in the greater part of the goods which 
\merican working people turn out in competition with 
foreign working people, the tariffs already have been 
slashed far below tile protection level. 
I his happned since the storm clouds of war began 
gathering in the late* Thirties-— and there simply haven’t 
been enough surplus ships to bring foreign goods to our 
shores in that period. 
This is a shortage, however, which already is begin­ 
ning to disappear, and the result is that imports into Amer­ 
ica of foreign-made merc handise have begun to soar. 
Now, one thing is so conspicuous that no one can 
deny it: Every time we import articles whi( h might have 
been made in Americ a, the American workmen who might 
i ivt* made them lose some potential employment. 
The American State I apartment made the reduc­ 
tions in tariff on the promise that similar concessions 
would be made by foreign nations in letting us ship our 
goods to those countries. 
The reason wily the Department now asks power «o 
make further reductions is quite simple: 
I he fore ign 
nations wihch made promises to us found means of duck­ 
ing out on the*ir pledges, and the State Department wants 
to go back and try to make the same agreements all over 
again, hoping that this time they will be kept, 
The Department won t agree thai their policy is 
free trade — the name* “freer trade 
is preferred. Yet, so 
fur as protection is concerned, any tarifi which is too low
